if or textiles, buttons, and ribbons. However, most of the 
goods acquired by the purchasing unit were obtained from black 
[market sources. Knoll and Vysozkaya, members of the unit, once 
traveled with a smuggler to Linz, whence they brought back 
gold wrist watches worth several million schillings. 

Interpreters In the office are paid 600 schillings a month, 
and every two weeks they receive a twenty-gounc package con- 
taining meat, flour, fat, and tobacco; these are all Austrian 
products. 

3. TJnivermag, located in Karlsplatz, Vienna IV, is a Soviet jJ.ll- 
tary goods store supplied by the Soviet purchasing unit. From 
January to March 1947, Univermag sold goods in the amount of 
7,000,000 schillings, which were deposited in the Soviet Mil- 
itary Bank in Starhemberggasse, Vienna IV.
